Loaded Dice Against 


Progressive Forces 


» Governor Lehman must veto the Berg 
bills passed by the Democratic-controlled 
Senate and the Republican-controlled As- 
sembly. 

These bills are a transparent attempt to 
load the dice against the progressive forces 
of New York State. 

They hit directly at the American Labor 
Party and all independent political parties, as 
well as at progressive movements within the 
old parties. 


One bill requires any new party to an- 
nounce its slate five weeks before the primary 
election. Two other bills would greatly in- 
crease the number of signatures required on 
nominating petitions of independent candi- 
dates. Thus, for state offices, instead of the 
present 12,000 signatures, at least one per 
cent of the Aotal vote cast for governor in 
each county would be required. For city 
offices the same provision would hold. 

This would mean that an independent 
candidate for mayor in New York City would 
need at least 28,000 signatures, instead of 
the present 7,500. 

Three of the bills are designed to make it 
easier to throw out signatures. 

The Berg bills are signs of the times. 
They are part of the general campaign 
launched by the reactionaries everywhere 
immediately after the elections to nullify the 
results and implications of the Nov. 3 ballot- 
ing. These bills represent a Tammany-Re- 
publican conspiracy to freeze the old-party 
stranglehold on the political life of the state. 

Governor Lehman, who was elected 
with the votes of the American Labor 
Party, cannot approve this attack on funda- 
mental civil rights. The A.L.P., the trade 
unions and all progressive organizations 
should unite in demanding that the gov- 
ernor veto these vicious bills.

Bluecoated Mob 


Violence in Detroit 


Detroit police on Wednesday gave an- 
other demonstration of who it is that is re- 
sponsible for lawlessness and mob violence in 
connection with sit-down strikes. 

A bluecoated mob, armed with clubs and 
tear gas bombs, launched a brutal attack on 
135 peaceful sit-down strikers at the Yale 
and Towne Lock Co. plant. These lawless 
minions of the law gave a revolting exhibi- 
tion of legalized thuggery, unmercifully beat- 
ing strikers, most of them women, and send- 
ing several to the hospital. 

This mob attack was carried 3 
under the personal direction of Police Com- 
missioner Heinrich Pickert, the notorious 
strikebreaker who commanded the National 
Guard that smashed the Calumet copper 
strike in 1913. Pickert and the Republican 
Mayor Frank Couzens have made common 
cause with the reactionary forces through- 


out the country that are trying to outlaw _ 


sit-downs and ram through legislation to hog- 
tie the labor movement. 

These people reek to high heaven of the 
spy and stoolpigeon system that made De- 
troit a synonym for “open shop” through- 
out the world until the United Automobile 
Workers forced open the windows of that 
open shop kingdem and let in some fresh 
air. 

A new day has come to Detroit, and 
Pickert and Couzens should be made to un- 
derstand that the working people of the city 
will not tolerate any such Black Legion tac- 
tics. What Detroit needs is a new deal in 
politics as well as in the factories. At the 
great mass meeting in Cadillac Square on 
March 23 Homer Martin, president of the 
U.A.W., called on the workers not only to 
strike together, but to vote together.

„Speaking in the language of historical 
precedents, the British Tories have revealed, 
through the veil of juridical speech, that 
they actually wish and work for a victory 


of the Spanish Fascist rebels. 

Knowing that a majority of the British people hate 
Fascism and desire to see the Spanish people win 
against General Franco, and his foreign Fascist allies, 
the Baldwin government finds it convenient to parade 
under the banner of neutral- 
ity.” 

Both Anthony Eden and 
Winston Churchill, however, 
let the cat out of the bag dur- 
ing the parliamentary debate 
on the Labor Partys motion 
of censure over the issue of 
the Basque blockade. 

The manner in which the 
Tory government sought to 
its aid to General 


attempt to starve the Basque 
Loyalists out is of the greatest interest to Americans. 

Sir Anthony, the British Foreign Minister, turned to 
the American Civil War Pe his “precedents.” 


“The most important 2— strife in the last 
century,” he said, “was, of course, the American Civil 
War. In that war we granted belligerent rights to 
both sides within six weeks, with the result that, 
among other things we had the famous Alabama case.” 

Eden, however, did not delve to the depths of his 
precedent. He let Winston Churchill, Conservative 
orator, do that. And what did Churchill do? He de- 
fended the historical right of counter-revolution! 

Declaring that the Tories of England supported the 
American slave-holding rebels in their war against 
the Union, Churchill reminded parliament that Black- 
stone made a famous speech at Newcastle justifying 
support to the South by saying they had a navy, an 
army and a government; that the slave South, at war 
with the North, was a separate nation. The historical 
cloak was a defense of Franco. And to this Churchill 
adds: 


“Don’t Jet us talk about the Spanish government 
having all the right on their side and the rebels having 
nonc.“ 

0 

By reasserting virtually the position that the Brit- 
ish Tories took toward the Southern slave-holding re- 
bellion, the modern Conservatives of the Baldwin Cab- 
inet attempt to justify their starvation of the women 
and children in the Basque country. 

From 19861 to 1864 Britain was a regular military 
base for the Confederacy during the American Civil 
War. Confederate agents swarmed over England, and 
received the support of the British aristocracy and of 
the bourgeoisie. The Southern agents in England 
took advantage of every loophole in the British For- 
eign Enlistment Act. With British credit they built 
the Alabama and Florida, which for a time almost 
drove American commerce off the seas, and created a 
condition such as the British battleships, assisting 
General Francois tubs, have created on the Basque 
coast today. In 1863, the Georgia was added from 
British shipyards to the Alabama and the Florida. 

* 


The exploiters of the British workers at that time 
the 


“neutrality” they worked for a Southern victory to 
rend the United States asunder. 

It is fitting, therefore, in the debate in parliament 
on Wednesday, that the Tory inheritors of the tradi- 
tion of the British bourgeoisie should cite the “prece- 
dents” of the American Civil War to condone their 
refusal to recognize the rights of the legitimate, demo- 
cratic government of Spain. 

However, we have more consoling historical 
precedents in the same period that we would like to 
call to the attention of the Tory allies of General 
Franco: 

The Union, under Abraham Lincoln, won the war 
against the Southern slaveholding rebels, despite 
British Tory support. 

Though the majority of the British exploiters and 
aristocrats made no secret of their sympathy and 
support to the South, the vast majority of the British 
proletariat threw their influence and power on the 
side of the North and human freedom. 

Karl Marx, we recall, in the name of the Interna- 
tional Workingmen’s Association in London, addressed 
Abraham Lincoln in 1864, declaring that though Brit- 
ish labor, especially in the textile mills, were thrown 
out of work by the Civil War because of the cessation 
of raw cotton imports into England, “they bore pa- 
tiently the hardships imposed on them by the cotton 
crisis, opposed enthusiastically the pro-slavery inter- 
vention—importunities of their ‘betters’-—and, from the 
most part of Europe, contributed their quota of blood 
to the good cause.” 

Therefore, if it is precedent you are looking for, 
Messrs. Tory, your scales are wanting. The balance is 
for a victory of the Spanish people against the mod- 
ern Fascist slavedrivers’ rebellion.

HELPING HAND | 
FOR SOVIET BOYS

SCUFFLE over the use of a billiard table led to 

the appearance of a 15-year-old boy, Grigory, be- 

fore the Moscow juvenile court recently. He was 
arraigned on charges of assault, which were preferred against him 
by a former playmate, Vanya, of the same age. 

The defendant, husky for his years, told how he, with his com- 
panions, swore vengeance on the boys of an adjoining building when 
the latter decided to oust them from their Red Corner, where the 
house committee had installed a brand new billiard table. But this 
eviction, Vanya explained, had been decided only after Grigory and 


his companions began to abuse the prerogatives of hospitality by filch- 
ing balls and using the cues as quarter-staves in backyard 
tournaments. 


A sprinkling of relatives—jfaces sometimes clouding witit 
anxiety, sometimes relazing into smiles as some flash of humor 
lent a touch of light relief to the pro ied the rear 
seats of the otherwise empty chamber. 

From over the red-draped desk the judge, white locks framing 
her kindly maternal features, fixed the accused with a searching gaze 
“Why did you stop going to school when you were 13?” she ae 


The boy dropped his head sheepishly. “A poor memory,” he plead- 
ed. Scholastic horizons that beckoned others had left himcold. He 
ached for manual occupation. Too young for factory work, he played 
truant, and while away his days on the streets. 


Sympathetie Cross-Examination 


Conducted with rare sympathy and understanding of the mental 
and emotional attitudes of the adolescent, the judge's cross examina- 
tion laid before the court a eross-section of the boy's daily life. No 
child is intrinsically bad; the task of the court is to diagnose those 
shortcomings in the child's early environment that have led to crime. 

An affidavit from the trade union committee of the factory 
where the defendant worked attested to his willingness and 
stagdiness on the job. But his neighborhood deport ment, judg-

He was “tough,” boastful of physical prowess, overfond of street

His mother, now a widow, told the court she coubted whether 
she could effectively control her son's behavior. 


Mother Appeals in Court 


Would the court kindly take him in tow, and send him to a chil- 
dren's labor commune where her Grigory might learn to become a 
useful and honorable member of society, she wanted to know. 

After the plaintiff had told how his scalp had been lacerated by 
Grigory, who used some “hard object” in the attack—the injuries, 
however, had not been serious enough to prevent Vanya from contin- 
uing at his regular job as electrician’s apprentice—two Pioneers took 
the stand. Their brisk and lucid accounts of the fight were in vivid 
contrast to the rather slow and disconnected stories of the plaintiff 
and defendant. 

Having secured the facts of the case, the judge asked the 
accused if he had any suggestions or recommendations to make 
to the court. He stood before the judge's desk, shoulders stoop- 
ing, fingering his fur hat. “I would prejer to mend my ways 
at home .. .” his voice trailed to a contrite whisper. “But it's 
all the same to me...” he added. 

His mother repeated ner doubts. Maybe you had better place him 
in the commune after all... . I feel too old to discipline the boy my- 
self,” she urged. 

The court convened 20 minutes later, the sentence: “One year in 
a children’s labor commune with the right to appeal within five days.” 

* 


In a rear room of the court 1 subsequently talked with Klavdya 
Makarova, the senior jucge. I heard her score the failure of many 
house committees to provide the growing children of their commu- 
nities with suitable recreation facilities. 

Juvenile crime, Makarova said, is declining rapidly. There 
were 17,000 cases reported in 1934, and 10 per cent less the year 
following. The drop today represents a higher percentage stili— 
Makarova was unable to cite the figures exactiy—but as an in- 
dication she called attention to the recent reduction of the bench 
of the children’s court from four judges to three. All the judges 
are women. 


Love of Adventure Chief Cause 


“Love of adventure, family and school maiadjustments, idleness, 
are at the back of most juvenile crime today,” contends Makarova. 

First offenders are dismissed with a probation sentence as a rule, 
and few appear before the court a second time. Old offenders are 
sent to self-governing children’s labor colonies, where they are taught 
a trade and learn to become useful, self-respecting citizens. 

Young Communist organizations are taking an active part in fight- 
ing perverse neighborhood influences and seeing that a growing child 
is given a “proper start.” Neighborhood clubs and school organiza- 
tions give increasing attention to molding the character of the young 
Teneration. 

Crime, in the eyes of the court, is a hangover of bygone 
centuries of oppression and poverty. Each new day brings nearer 
the ultimate triumph of the new social values over the old. Act- 
ing as a “prophylactic” against future crime, the juvenile court 
aims at providing young offenders with new incentives for cor- 
recting anti-social behavior wherever possible. 

It is a social laboratory diagnosing the current defects in the home 
and neighborhood. It takes its place in the foremost ranks amone 
agencies that are helping to mold the character of the “new man” 
which is emerging as the crowning flower of a new Socialist society.
